AFRICAN ECONOMIC PROBLEMS--The executive secretary of the Economic Commission 
for Africa [ECA], Professor Adebayo Adedeji [of Nigeria], has said that there 
are no immediate prospects for an increase in real terms in the price of oil 
for exporters. Professor Adedeji made the remark in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 

in an interview [words indistinct]. He said that reduction in oil imports 
because of the last price increases of 1979 and 1980 has led to cuts in energy 
consumption with disastrous consequences for economic growth. He added that 
the values and volume of Africa's exports have declined because of low demand

JOINT COMMUNIQUE ISSUED WITH CAPE VERDE 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 26 Nw 81 p 4 


[Text] At the end of the official visit by Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president 
of the MPLA-Labor Party and the People's Republic of Angola, to the Republic of Cape 
Verde, a joint communique was distributed regarding the discussions, which pertained 
to problems of bilateral cooperatiun and the international political situation with 
respect to the African cmtinent, particularly the southern region. 


The two parties agreed on the need to intensify cooperative relations between the two 
peoples, parties and governments and on the importance of regular consultation and 
continuing exchange of experiences as a way of developing and coordinating these 
relations. 


Aristides Pereira, president of the Republic of Cape Verde, condemned the aggression 
suffered by the People's Republic of Angola, calling it obvious proof of the racist 
Pretoria regime's intent to boycott any and every process for a negotiated solution 
leading to real independence for Namibia, as well as to promote the destabilization 
of the Frat Line countries. The two chiefs of state reiterated their conviction 
that South Africa's illegal occupation of Namibia, in flagrant violation of the UN 
Charter and UN decisions and resolutions, represents an insolent challenge to the 
international community. 


The two presidents stressed that "only firm action by the international canmunity 
will make it possible to accelerate the process leading to a just and lasting 
solution to the situation prevailing in southern Africa," and reiterated that "the 
immediate and uncmditional application of UN Security Council Resolution 435/78 is 
the only solid basis for a solution to the Namibian problem.” 


Cape Verde's President Pereira expressed to his Angolan counterpart the unswerving 
solidarity Of the Cape Vérdian people, the PAICV and the Government of Cape Verde 
with the Angolan people, party and government, in their struggle for the defense and 
guarantee of territorial sovereignty and integrity. 


Presidents Pereira and dos Santos appealed to the international community to intensify 
aid to the national liberation movements and the Front Line countries in their just 
struggle against colmialism, neocolMmialism, imperialism and apartheid, and for 
econamic and sccial development. They condemned the policy of apartheid, which they 
"consider a negation of basic human rights, and expressed militant solidarity with 
the struggle of the South African people, under the leadership of the ANC (African 
National Congress), against oppression, for freedom and respect for the dignity of 
Africans. 





Regarding the question of the Western Sahara, both parties reaffirmed the right of the 
Saharan people to self-determinatiqm and independence, expressing support for and 
solidarity with the POLISARIO Front and the Democratic Arab Saharar Republic. They 
urged the need to apply the resolutions of the OAU. 


The two presidents analyzed the situation in Chad, expressing their "concern over the 
recent development of events in that country and their desire that the inter-African 
force fulfill the role assigned to it in the most recent QOAU summit. They 

reaffirmed their solidarity with the GUNT (Transitional National Unim Government). 


The two chiefs of state agreed om the need for a political solution to end the pro 
longed mid-East crisis, and forcefully condemned the aggressive Zimist policy; they 
declared their conviction that just and total peace in the region can only be achieved 
with the definitive resolution of the Palestine problem, which implies recognitim of 
the rights of the Palestinian people, including the right to form their own state 
under the leadership of the PLO, and Israel's total and unconditional withdrawal fram 
all occupied Arab territories. 


The two parties expressed their conviction that "expanded relations of economic, 
cultural, technical and scientific cooperation among the African countries, both at 
subregional and cuntinental levels, in accordance with the decisions of the OAU 
econamic summit conference held in Lagos, will contribute to the development of 
inter-African cooperation.” 


In the opinion of the Angolan and Cape Verdian presidents: "An overall plan for 
international cooperation, implying participatim of all the states, is a vital 
necessity in the current world economic situation and the primary basis for a new, 
more just and equitable international ecomoamic order.” 


President Aristides Pereira accepted the invitatim offered by President Jose Eduardo 
dos Sar*os to visit Angola.

CAUSES OF CONGESTION, DIFFICULTIES IN LUANDA PORT REVIEWED

[Excerpts] A commercial port is internationally declared to be 
uncongested when the number of ships unloading (docked) is 
greater than or equal to the number of ships anchored offshore. 


In the bay of the Cammercial Port of Luanda, oer 34 ships 
with more than 89,000 tons of cargo are waiting to dock, while 
the operative pier has only 12 berths. In others words, only 
a dozen ships are now unloading, or can unload, at our port at 
the same time. 


The congestion which the Commercial Port of Luanda has been experiencing for over a 
year has caused countless problems for the country, from the futile expenditure of huge 
sums in foreign exchange (about $70 millim in this year alme) and the shutdown of 
same industrial firms for lack of raw materials to the irregular supply of foodstuffs 
and other goods not yet produced in this country. 


Because of the large jam of ships in the bay of Luanda, last May the cmference of 
Northern European countries levied a 40-percent congestion charge on Angola for their 
ships. They have advised that in the iext few days this figure could be revised to 
70 percent. 


It is also known that since 1978 both the Japanese and Mediterranean conferences have 
increased congestion charges by 50 percent for ships entering Angola. 


Several factors are responsible for the congestion of the Canmercial Port of Luanda, 
generally resulting from the disordered arrival of a large number of ships carrying 
much more merchandise than the port can handle, from unloading and warehousing to 
customs procedures and the receivers' ability to pick up their goods. 


The disorganized arrival of so much merchandise also stems from the lack of articulation 
becween the nation's economy as a whole and its foreign trade--exchange crises, lack 

of coordination among the national importing agencies, a disorganized transport system 
and poor management of stocks. 








This lack of articulation between the nation's econamy and its foreign trade is the 
result of the inoperation or non-functioning of the National Council of Carriers [CN], 
an agency of the Ministry of Foreign Trade, taking in 15 enterprises, including the 
National Bank of Angola, all linked to this sector of the nation's econamy. The 
National Council of Carriers should, in principle, see to the effective control of 
goods imported by the country, from their purchase to their arrival in Angola. 


Created by Dispatch No 16/78, of 27 July, fram the office of the then prime minister, 
the CNC also has the task of centralizing all information and coordinating the action 
of its members in the area of foreign trade, giving close and special attention to 
contracting and payment procedures and the transport of merchandise to and from 
Angola. It is also the resposibility of the CNC to parcel quit the quantity of needed 
goods to be imported and their arrival times, working to insure that, on that arrival, 
they are quickly unloaded and removed from the port area. Over 111,000 tons of 
merchandise are currently stored at the Port of Luanda. 


Another factor in the congestion of the Commercial Port of Luanda is what might be 
Called deliberate sabotage by same international shipping companies, in collusion 
with some suppliers. 


A Portuguese newspaper recently reported that the international shipping companies 

have hit on a good deal in Angola; it consists in having ome or more ships standing 

off the Port of Luanda for months, waiting to dock. These companies are in the CF 

(Cost and Freight) Transport System, which is outside the control of ANGONAVE 

(National Maritime Enterprise), and they deliberately operate as follows: | 


If, for example, a certain shipping company has a 30,0090-tm order to deliver to Angola, 
it distributes the merchandise over three 9,000- to 11,000-ton capacity ships, instead 
of loading it on one 30,000-ton ship. 





It has been noted that a single order for a given type of merchandise arrived in 
Luanda on several ships, turning the bay of the Angola capital into a real city on 
the sea and a veritable storage depot. 


This whole mass of thorny problems is reflected in the daily work of the port, and 
since this is not unrelated to the country's general difficulties, no ome can ever 
come out a “hero” amid this infinitude of problems...so it does not seem entirely 
fair to say that the port workers are not doing their job and hence are to blame for 
the congestion. 


The major internal problems of the Cammercial Port of Luanda are circumstantial; 
these circumstances are in fact behind the difficulties in the attempts to organize 
the work, a prerequisite for any productive enterprise. 


Organization of work. is possible oly when an econamic unit has the means to create 
enthusiasm and lift the morale of the workers. Well, because the Port of Luanda does 
not meet certain social requirements, there is a persistent turnover in the labor 

force. The majority of the approximately 2,000 workers are natives of Malanje Province, 
most of whom leave the port during the corn and cotton harvest, in additio to those 

who leave to find better-paying jobs. The high rate of absenteeism is also the 

result of such social factors as the lack of any dining hall, in the accepted sense 

of the word, in the port area. 








We have no doubt whatever that theory is best provedin practice and, in the Leninist 
conception of the building of a new society, it has been comfirmed that, to bring 
several million people to socialism and communism, it is not enough to rely simply 

and directly on their enthusiasm. It requires the creation of good working conditions 
and application of the principle of material incentives for the workers. 


A pilot experiment is being conducted at the Port of Luanda, which consists in paying 
a certain amount of momey (300 kwanzas, almost twice the daily wage of a port worker) 
at the end of each work day to those who have met the stipulated plan. From what we 
can observe, the experiment is bearing fruit. Let us see: 


These same workers at the Port of Luanda, known as lazy (by general agreement), 
managed in a few days to unload the ship "Eddy," which was carrying a large quantity 
of sugar; they moved an average of over 600 tons per day. 





These same workers have been able to move over 180,500 tam@ms, just from September to 
date. 


In effect, the problem of the workers' low wage (5,750 kwanzas), which we expect will 
be solved within a few days with the application of a new wage scale, and the 
satisfaction of other social needs seem to us to be the key to the equation "organi- 
zation of labor + material conditions of the workers,” in reaching the correct 
solution: "profitability of labor." 


If the socialist principle, "to each according to his work,” recommended in the last 
general meeting of the party Central Committee, is applied at the Port of Luanda, the 
old phenamenon of labor turnover will--we are sure--give way to a stable labor force. 
Only a stable worker, paid according to the quality and quantity of his work, can 
become accustomed to socialist discipline and make work a commam cause and a duty. 


This revolutionary measure, combined with other organizatimal measures undertaken 
at the Port of Luanda, will cmstitute a real antidote for all the phenomena that tend 
to defeat the wockers' efforts to pursue the general goals of the revolution. 


We immediately make bold to say that in applying the socialist principle, "to each 
according to his work," we must bear in mind, above all, skilled work. It is also 
revolutionary practice to pay higher wages to skilled workers, because this is a 
source of inspiration for less skilled and unskilled workers to raise their technical- 
cultural level. 


Thievery At Port of Luanda 


It is also generally agreed that there is considerable thievery at the Port of Luanda. 
It appears to us that there are two basic reasons for this situation. (Incidentally, 
the port director agrees with us). There is no effective and controllable security 
at the port. On the contrary, there is no coordination among the peace-keeping forces 
Stationed there. Let us see: 


There is the ODP [People's Defense Organization], customs guards, the DEFA, TGFA 
[expansions unknown], State Security and Internationalists. Each of these forces 

has its own command. It might be said that one thing has nothing to do with the other, 
but the fact is that, in the midst of all this machinery, trucks are driving off 
illegally with sugar, crates of soap and milk, clothing and shoes, etc. 











The second major reason may well be the scarcity of many essential items on the 
domestic market. 


It 1S a serious problem, which calls for serious thought. 


According to the port director, in addition to the major factors noted above, there 
is the general lack of work discipline, the complicity of the judicial organs and what 
the director called the "boozing" of some middle-level officials, which is simply 
libertinism. 


Future of Port of lIwanda 


In addition to the truly necessary emergency measures, other short-range organi- 
zational measures have been taken to improve and normalize operations at the Port of 
Luanda. 


Thus ANGONAVE has formed a consortium with the shipping companies SCAN-Lloyd (Swedish) 
and SPLOSNA-PLCVBA (Yugoslavian); an agreement has been signed with the Commercial 
Port of Luanda, to go into effect in January 1982, granting the consoritum three 
berths for ships of these three campanies calling regularly at the port. 


At least 500 tons of merchandise per day will be handled at the three berths acquired 
by the consortium. 


According to the agreement, established initially for l year, the companies must 
work intensively during this period to insure that in the near future the Commercial 
Port of Luanda will be able, m its own and with its own technical means, to operate 
normally and with the desired profitability. 





Along with this recovery plan, works are in progress to pave 100,000 square meters at 
the Port of Luanda; this should be completed by the end of 1982. There are also plans 
to build a new 500-meter pier for a container terminal. This construction was inter- 
rupted in 1974. 


From what we can ascertain, the Commercial Port of Luanda has a bright future; that 
is, if the agencies involved subordinate secondary problems to those high on the list 
of priorities. Given the country's economic circumstances, the Port of Luanda is 
extremely important and, in our view, its reorganization should be given immediate 
and urgent priority.

PRESS COMMENTS ON REVOLUTION, CHANGES, FOREIGN POLICY 
Comments On Revolution

[Text] Three papers--the GHANAIAN TIMES, the daily graphic and the free press-- 
comment on the current revolution launched by the Provisional National Defense 
Council [PNDC] to restructure the country. 


The TIMES says that for motives far remote from the good interest of Ghana and the 
people, some external forces can be expected to subvert the revolution. Such 
external forces will therefore try to sabotage the revolution by putting all forms 
of pressure on the country in an attempt to discourage the people. The paper re- 
calls that during the 3-month armed forces revolutionary council period, attempts 
were made to bring hardships on Ghanaians to turn them against the revolution. It 
writes: Ghanaians saw how the shipment of oil to the country was quickly stopped 
which caused an acute transportation problem. Also, shiploads of sugar, milk and 
other commodities, which were on their way to Ghana, were diverted on high seas to 
other countries just to cause shortages. But the TIMES says Ghanaians bore all 
these hardships, resolutely, thereby putting to shame the external forces and their 
local collaborators. It maintains that the present people's revolution is likely 
to annoy external forces even more. The revolution is also bound to cause some 
dislocation in the availability of foodstuffs and other local products on the market 
because it will take some time for the PNDC to get things moving smoothly. The 
TIMES therefore urges Ghanaians to brace themselves to face any situation, for no 
sacrifice can be too much if Ghanaians must sacrifice to ensure the success of the 
revolution. 


The DAILY GRAPHIC says most people will confess that at the rate bribery, corruption, 
exploitation and mad rush for money was being carried out, the country's future 
looked very bleak. Yet entangled with the document that provided some kind of 
liberties and checks on paper, the vast majority of Ghanaians had no choice but to 
resign themselves to fate or join in the corruption. The GRAPHIC says the daily 
expressions of support for the programs of the revolution cannot be taken for a 

joke. It writes: Every government Ghanaians have had promised honey for the people. 
Slogans, labels and empty lip service have been more than abundant. Yet, Ghanaians 
have been left in a worse state than the governments found them. In view of this, 














the GRAPHIC feels that if the holy war turns out to be one of these fruitless drives, 
it will spell the doom of Ghana and steal any chances for the restoration of the 
dignity of man. It is however confident that Ghanaians have the ability to take 

the destiny of the country into caeir own hands this time. The GRAPHIC concludes: 
Let every Ghanaian consider himself part of the revolution. Though the going will 
be tough, hard and difficult, the fruits can be sweet. 

Writing under the heading "The Nation's Priorities," the free press appreciates 
the PNDC's decision in cancelling the country's silver jubilee celebrations planned 
by the deposed Limann administration. The paper says there is the urgent need to 
review the nation's priorities if life is to have any meaning to Ghanaians. This 
is because the country's hospitals are collapsing due to an acute shortage of drugs 
and equipment while spare parts are needed to maintain government vehicles. In 
order to ensure a judicious use of the country's scarce foreign exchange, the free 
press urges the authorities to regulate the importation of drinks, cigarettes and 
other luxurious goods. On the issue of solving the present food problems, it calls 
on the country's trained agriculturists to offer effective leadership to peasant 
farmers instead of operating from offices in the ministries. 


Comments on Change

[Text] Both the ECHO and the Catholic standard comment favorably on the change of 
government in the country and offer suggestions they consider as necessary for an 
effective economic and political emancipation. 


The ECHO says it shed no tears for the Limann administration because instead of 
listening to good advice from competent individuals and institutions, Dr Limann 
chose to listen to what the paper calls the callous fabrications of the people's 
national party's Lie-manufacturing factory presided over by Kofi Batsa and the 
other [words indisti~ct] fabrications of the military intelligence. A change was 
therefore needed to clean up the country once and for all. To ensure this, the 
ECHO makes some suggestions. It cautions Flight Lieutenant Rawlings not to repeat 
the mistakes of the armed forces revolutionary council era by surrounding himself 
with immature soldiers. The paper also calls on him to select upright, honest, 
dedicated, experienced Ghanaians and bring them into his administration to help 
implement his policies and to fully mobilize student power to educate the illiter- 
ate elements and the peasants so that they understand the issues at stake. 


Lastly, the ECHO appeals to all Ghanaians who have suffered depravation and degra- 
dation from exploitation by Makola women and the sharks of the kalabule [profiteer- 
ing] system to cooperate with the Provisional National Defense Council [PNDC] to 
wage a successful holy war to clean the country, for says the ECHO, this is the 
dawn of a new hope for Ghanaians. 


The STANDARD shares the view expressed by many whom it says consider the events of 
31 December as unfortunate but at the same time inevitable. According to the paper, 
the writings were clear on the wall as the nation continued to slump into economic 
strangulation and Ghanaians are themselves the best judges as to whether the mili- 
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tary intervention is the solution to the bad state of affairs. It says benefici- 
aries of the overthrown system will naturally wish the decision was left to the 
ballot box. On the contrary, the STANDARD continues, poor workers, farmers and 
frustrated school leavers who felt the pinch most are rejoicing at the events of 
31 December. 


The STANDARD observes that whatever the individual feelings of Ghanaians, the 
immediate task should be a refreshing flashback. On the one hand was the palpable 
ineffectiveness and the much-talked-about corruption of the Limann administration 
while on the other hand serious doubts began to arise regarding the ability of the 
opposition to put its house in order. In the opinion of the paper the most crucial 
thing which should occupy the attention of all at this stage is what and how best 
to make of the new revolution which in the words if Flight Lieutenant Rawlings is 
not a coup but a genuine opportunity for Ghanaians to determine their faith in the 
true democratic sense of the word. 


The STANDARD however advises the PNDC in its attempts at purging the society of 
corruption and other social vices. It says the PNDC should watch against possible 
vindictiveness and the settling of personal scores under the guise of seeking 
justice. The paper also cautions the PNDC to be careful in the selection of know- 
ledgeable, honest and selfless citizens from all sections of the community at home 
and abroad to advise and carry out its policies. Furthermore, the standard suggests 
the immediate formation of a civilian cabinet picked from a wide spectrum of people 
of proven efficiency in their sphere of expertise and dedicated to the democratic 
ideals of Ghanaians, and if there should be a ruling council, its membership should 
necessarily be people of similar character. Finally, the STANDARD advices the PNDC 
to be wary of the long-standing practice of sycophantic elements who quickly jump 
from the sinking boat to the rescue vessel under the guise of revolutionaries. 


Comments on Foreign Policy

[Excerpt] [Passage omitted] The GHANAIAN TIMES says the next priority area which 
the Provisional National Defense Council [PNDC] should tackle, apart from the 
evacuation of locked up cocoa, is the problem of the Black Star Line, [BSL] vessels, 
eight of which it says are lying idle at the moment. In this light, the paper 
suggests three steps. These are, to get all locked up ships moving as quickly as 
possible, to examine the terms upon which four new ships have been given out on 
charter to foreign companies and to investigate the sale of some of the ships. 


In the opinion of the TIMES, the basic problem of the BSL is one of inefficient 
management. The trouble that flared up 2 years ago between the government and the 
sea-going officers was partly a determination of the officers to resist taking the 
blame for the poor performance of the BSL caused by the incompetence of its manage- 
ment. The TIMES says since the BSL is a major economic asset which should be 
protected, the PNDC should take the GHANA Merchant Navy Officers" Association into 
confidence and give advice to rally round to revive the BSL without delay. 
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The believer calls on the PNDC to revive Ghana's diplomatic relations with Libya 
and Israel following the statement by the chairman, Flight Lieutenant Rawlings, 
that Ghana will cooperate with all friendly countries irrespective of ideological 
persuasions. 


The paper recalls that a similar statement had earlier been made by the chief of 
defense staff, Brigadier Nunoo-mensah. The believer says the PNDC should be bold 
to take decisions on foreign policy to enable Ghanaians to achieve the aims and 
objectives of the socioeconomic revolution. 


Since this editorial was written, the PNDC has restored relations with Libya. 


The believer has another editorial on reports that Ghana is indebted to Nigeria to 
the tune of $90 million for oil supplies. The report, which appeared in a British 
newspaper, the FINANCIAL TIMES quoted refugees of the proscribed People's National 
Party as being its source. As a matter of urgency, the believer suggests that the 
PNDC should make the ousted government account for the debt.

People had to form long queues to be supplied with four cakes of guardian soap at 
1.5 cedis each as against the 8 cedis at the market before the overthrow of the 
People's National Party Government. 


Our correspondent adds that despite the Provisional National Defense Council remin- 
der of areas of commercial activity reserved for Ghanaians, aliens are still 
operating in the retail business in Sekondi-Takoradi. 


Spare Parts, Gin Down

to reduce the prices of its goods in support of the revolution. 


Announcing this at Kokompe in Accra today, the chairman of the association [name 
indistinct] said the members realized the important role they play in the trans- 
port of the economy; that is why they have decided to charge reasonable prices to 
afford cheaper means of transportation for all. 


The Ghana Cooperative Distillers Association has also announced the reduction in 
the price of the local gin, akqeteshi, by 35 percent. According to the general 
secretary of the association, Mr Kyei, the reduction is in support of the revolu- 
tion. A bottle of akpeteshi will sell at 30 cedis instead of 48 cedis. Half a 
bottle will sell at 15 cedis whilem a quarter is 7.5 cedis. 
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Meat Prices Down

MEASURES UNDERTAKEN TO MOVE COCOA 
Difficulties Identified

[Text] Three areas have been identified as the main obstacles to cocoa evacuation 
from the hinterland to the ports. These are bad roads, insufficient vehicles and 
labor. A representative of the Cocoa Marketing Board [CMB] enumerated these when 
the Chief of Defense Staff [CDS], Brig Nunoo Mensah, met representatives of various 
organizations conducting the cocoa evacuation exercise today at the Burma Camp. 


The meeting was also told that the Bank of Ghana has not released money “or the 
purchase of cocoa. The CMB official said there are about 82,400 tons of cocoa to 
be evacuated. 





Addressing the representatives, the CDS reminded them of the usefulness of cocoa 
to the national economy and said if there is a problem with their industry then 
there is a problem with the country. 


He appealed to the representatives to contribute effectively to evacuate all locked- 
up cocoa. He asked the meeting to plan effectively to avoid waste when the littie 
resources are pooled to get the cocoa evacuated. 


Emergency Committee

[Text] Accra, 12 Jan (AFP)--Ghana‘s new military authorities yesterday formed an 
emergency cocoa evacuation committee in an attempt to get large quantities of 
cocoa shifted to the ports from the interior of the country. 


Chief of the Defence Staff Brig Gen Nunoo Mensah inaugurated the committee, which 
is headed by a colonel and comprises representatives of the cocoa marketing board, 
the agriculture, science and technology and transport and communication ministries 
and the police service, transport workers and the firestone corporation. 


Brigadier Mensah said the Provisional National Defence Council (PNDC) was aware 


that a large tonnage of cocoa was locked up in the hinterland and aimed to have it 
evacuated to the ports. 
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The army chief said that in such an exercise good planning could not be over 
emphasised and reminded committee members they each had a role in play to make it 
a success. 


He pointed out that cocoa is the life-blood of Ghana and should not be played with. 
Any attempt to do so would affect the country's economy, he said. 


Brigadier Mensah also indicated that cocoa farmers would not be paid immediately 
their crop was collected. 


We all have to suffer a little to save this country, he said. This is a national 
emergency situation which needs help from all. 


In the past farmers had not enjoyed the fruits of their labour but foreign exchange 
earned by their toil was spent on purchasing Mercedes Benz cars for some individuals, 
Brigadier Mensah said. He called for a radical change of attitude by all, adcaing 
that if Ghana's economy were healthier we shall all be happy. 


Cocoa marketing board Chairman Harry Dodoo said that more than 82,000 tons of cocoa 
were blocked in various parts of the country, but if all resources could be mar- 
shalled there would be no doubt the evacuation exercise would be successful. 


The civilian administration of former President Hilla Limann mounted an emergency 
two-week exercise to shift cocoa in mid-October, but at the end of November a local 


industrialist indicated that some stocks dating from the 1978-79 season were still 
unmoved.

JONATHAN'S REGIME STILL PRESSURED BY SOUTH AFRICA

[Despatch by special correspondent Patrice Claude: "Premier Jonathan's 
Dictatorial Regime Remains Under Pressure by Pretoria'!/ 


frext/ Maseru--'"Yes, I am afraid. They will kill me, you know...." What 
can one hope for as a prominent intellectual in Lesotho, a democrat, and an 
opponent of the dictatorial regime prevailing in Maseru? Hide? Yes, inso- 
far as possible. Receive a journalist recommended by friends "because the 
world must know?" Yes, but furtively, in an isolated house. 'Please do not 
mention my name."' Come now, Chief Jonathan, after all, is not Amin Dada? 
"No, he is more intelligent. Read this."' By candle light--for "electric 
light would attract attention"--we decipher two threatening letters-~anony- 
mous ones. Then, precedents are recalled to our minds. No, the fear which 
gnaws the heart of the speaker is not due to an acute fit of paranoia. 





Since the dead no longer fear anything, we cite names. Odillon Seheri, 
Catholic teacher, whose completely burned body was found less than 3 months 
ago; B. M. Masilo, former editor of the only opposition daily, and president 
of the National Christian Council, now a refugee in the United States, a 
bomb having destroyed his house and killed his grandson; Edgar Motuba, kid- 
napped at dawn before the eyes of his horrified wife, then pregnant with a 
fourth child, and found dead on 10 September with two of his closest friends. 
And still others, who in their time had also received "warnings." 


"T no longer know where to take refuge," declared Edgar Motuba when at bay 
shortly before his "execution." As the courageous successor to M. Basilo 
[sic/ at the head of the opposition newspaper, and as an intellectual res- 
pected throughout the country and the rest of south Africa, Motuba was a 
prime target. His repute did not protect him. Since his diasppearance LA 
PETITE LUMIERE DU LESOTHO, the daily published under the auspices of the 
Evangelical Church of the country, is practically extinguished. The govern- 
ment has up till now refrained from banning one of the oldest (1866), and 

no doubt the most prestigious, of the country's publications, but candidates 
to succeed Motuba are not jostling each other at the personnel office. That 
is understandable. Only two "kamikaze journalists" are still mad enough to 
seek the editorship of the paper. Until when? 
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Witnesses at Morija, Motuba's village some 50 km south of Maseru, are unan- 
imous: the South African lawyer delegated by Amesty International to inves- 
tigate the murder left a few days ago "convinced of the guilt of the PMU 
Police Mobile Unit/. The report is not yet published, but whatever its 
content, the Basothos who still dare speak out will continue to accuse the 
PMU. A paramilitary organization, it is not, strictly speaking, answerable 
to the regular units of the royal police forces. Numbering about 2,000 
young and resolute men recruited from economically dying villages, it arouses 
in the people a fear comparable to that created by the sadly famous Tonton- 
Macoutes of Haiti. A breeding ground for thugs charged with doing the dirty 
work, and who are hungry. “Even the prime minister can no longer control 
them,"' they say in the opposition as in the majority. Some even suggest 
that it is their boss, Maj Gen J. M. Lekhanye, who is dissuading the govern- 
ment from organizing those famous general elections awaited for 11 years and 
promised for two. 


That assertion is clearly impossible to confirm, and is denied at high lev- 
els. But one thing is certain: the party in power has every reason to dread 
the outcome of a "free and honest" election. 


Urban Guerrilla War 


Created in 1959 by the present prime minister, Chief Leabua Jonathan, the 
Basutho National Party did indeed roundly lose the first and only election, 
organized in 1970, 4 years after Britain granted independence to its former 
protectorate. The story is known: right in the middle of the vote tallying, 
at the moment when his party's defeat seemed certain, Chief Jonathan nulli- 
fied the vote, and in the same stride imprisoned the potential winners, and 
then purely and simply suspended the constitution. It is said that the 
young king Moshoeshoe II was greatly shocked by that act. But the "father 
of the nation," though respected by his subjects, does not even have the 
power to make himself heard by them. He was sent to "study" for a few months 
in the Netherlands. 


Four years later, after an attempted insurrection had been suppressed by a 
bloodbath leaving 100 dead, the decimated BCP, which had been denied its 
victory in 1970, took the path of exile. Certain of its leaders later re- 
turned to take advantage of the ammesty and official posts offered by a 
chief who had become concerned with his international image. Some became 
ministers, and others were named “opposition deputies" by the regime. The 
BCP split into two or three branches, but its historic head, Ntsu Mokhehe, 
continued the fight for elections whose honest and free character would be 
watched over by the UN. s 


Pending that hypothetical consultation of the people--the government refusing 
UN supervision--the militants still faithful to Mokhele conducted urban and 
rural guerrilla warfare which up to now has taken relatively few lives but 
has been psychologically effective. Grouped within the Lesotho Liberation 
Army, the guerrillas have set off a few bombs at strategic sites, fired a 

few shells at PMU camps, and led occasional punitive raids against this or 
that figure close to the seats of power. 











The authorities affirm that the "terrorists" come from outside and have no 
Support from the population. Many witnesses swear to the contrary. One 
thing is certain: neither Mokhele nor Chief Jonathan have issued recent 
programs which would permit assessment of their ideological differences. 
Many impartial observers are convinced that what is occurring is a fratri- 
cidal power struggle, "a fight between chiefs" with Lesotho as the stakes. 
That opinion is widespread in European circles in Maseru, and observation 
of the interplay of alliances lends it a measure of support. 


A "Bridgehead" 


Reputed to have socialist tendencies, Mokhele was dropped by the Soviets in 
1976 because, he says, "I refused their orders. He has reportedly taken 
refuge in the South African bantustan of Qwa-Qwa on the northern border of 
Lesotho. Though banished by Pretoria many years ago, he may have the bles- 
sing if not the complicity of the South African police in conducting guer- 
rilla operations in the small kingdom. With each incident, the Lesotho 
Government sent protest notes to Pretoria. The authorities denied the ac- 
cusations and once again invited the UN to come and observe the true situa- 
tion on the scene. But the chief of the South African police, for his part, 
recently admitted publicly that his men had relaxed their surveillance of 
the border with Lesotho, the only OAU member country completely enclaved 
within the Republic of South Africa. 





harges that South Africa is training and arming members of the LLA with the 
aim of destabilizing the regime are, however, wholly rejected by both par- 
ties. 'Weapons of Soviet origin seized from our opponents come from caches 
in Lesotho belonging to our former friends in the ANC," Mokhele claims. Not 
the least of strange circumstances is that ANC members now refugees in Leso- 
tho, and formerly allied with the BCP, no longer maintain relations with 
Mokhele's organization. "Orders from Moscow," says the BCP; "Orders from 
the BNP,'' says the majority. 


In any case, it is indeed at the government party's headquarters that pos- 
ters can be seen glorifying Nelson Mandela, the soul of the ANC, "imprisoned 
for life in South Africa." An indication of the authorities' cleverness is 
the fact that the poster adjoins the official portrait of the prime minister, 
who reached and maintains his power with Pretoria's help and blessing. Yet 
it is not so long (October 1970) since Chief Jonathan was: proposing his 
country as a "bridge between South Africa and the rest of the continent." 
But at that time competition in the rush to dialogue with the apartheid re- 
gime was too stiff. Pretoria preferred to grasp the hand offered by the 
powerful Ivory Coast, and abandoned Jonathan. After all, since it was--and 
still is--<wholly dependent on South Africa for its economic survival, the 
little kingdom was singularly lacking in credibility--a shortcoming which 
the prime minister would devote himself to remedying from 1972 onward. 


With requests for international aid; violently anti-apartheid speeches; re- 
fusal to authorize the opening of a South African consulate at Maseru; refu- 
sal to recognize the "independence" of bantustans; territorial claims over 

a portion of Orange Free State, "a historic part of the kingdom"; diversi- 
fication of international relations, etc. In 10 years the Maseru regime 

nas passed from the ignominious status of alliance with Pretoria to the po- 
Sition--be it true or false--of "bridgehead of black nationalism" in the 
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southern subcontinent. In 1978 the country even established diplomatic re- 
lations with Cuba, then in 1980 with the Soviet Union. 


The Economic Weapon 


For the moment, of course, neither has been able to open an embassy in Ma- 
seru, but the upper floor of a downtown building is already reserved for 

the ''comrades from Moscow." "They will come after the elections in March or 
April," it is said’in the corridors of power, where they show "concern to 
avoid needlessly frightening the population," which is 85 percent Christian. 
"They will never come, for South Africa will not tolerate it," assure Euro- 
pean observers in the capital. The asylum offered the ANC, certain of whose 
members are reportedly being trained for armed combat against Pretoria by 
the PMU itself, and diplomatic relations with the East, in any case consti- 
tute the gravest issues between Jonathan and Botha. 


By closing its eyes to LLA guerrilla activities, South Africa certainly does 
not mean to trade "Satan for Lucifer" at Maseru. If that had been its in- 
tent the operation would have been completed long since. In point of fact, 
it appears that Pretoria simply seeks to scare the regime, to show it that 
it is still fragile, and that its continuity can be assured only by sound 
and frank cooperation such as formerly existed. To make itself heard, South 
Africa could also use the economic weapon, ruining the country by sending 
home the 152,000 Basutho miners (41 percent of the active male population), 
or suffocating it by closing the borders.* For "humanitarian reasons," to 
preserve its own "international image," or out of respect for its word given 
to the Americans, Pretoria has not yet adopted that solution. But the threat 
remainse 








Besides, Chief Jonathan is not unmindful of it, and exploits it to speed 
the flow of international aid which his powerless administration is no 
longer able to channel. The game is a dengerous one, for in order to as- 
sure the credibility of his regime, Pretoria's former protege does not hes- 
itate to loose against his former masters resolute apponents who are also 
ideologically in his own camp. For the moment, the ANC is pursuing the 
tactics of not biting the hand that feeds it. 


Neither that group nor anyone else knows who will emerge as the victor in 
this fight between chiefs. As for the losers, they are already known--the 
people of Lesotho and the cause of black nationalism in southern Africa.

DEFENSE MINISTRY COMMUNIQUE ISSUED ON AIRCRAFT DOWNING 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 21 Dec 81 p 10 


[Text] The National Defense Ministry of the RPM [People's 
Republic of Mozambique] the day before yesterday revealed 
the results of the invest _gation on the French Dakota DC-3 
aircraft which was downed last August by the FPLM [Popular 
Forces for the Liberation of Mozambique] in the region of 
Mafacitela, Province of Gaza. The aircraft, bearing regis- 
tration No F-BJHC, at that. time was on a surveying mission 
as part of a contract between Compagnie Generale de Geo- 
physique and SHELL, with the prior approval of Mozambican 
authorities. Below is the full text of the announcement is- 
sued by the National Defense Ministry on this affair. 


1. At about 1145 on 1 August, a Dakota DC-3 aircraft, registration F-BJHC, was 
downed by the subunit at Mafacitela. 


2. The National Defense Ministry ordered an investigation of this incident since 
the downed aircraft had received the necessary authorization from civilian and 
military authorities to overfly national territory to accomplish its mission as 
part of the contract between Companie Generale de Geophysique and SHELL, with the 
prior approval of Mozambican authorities. 


3. The investigating committee completed its work and forwarded the results to the 
National Defense Ministry. 


4. The following emerges from the commission report: 


(a) The chief of the general staff ordered the operations department to inform 
military units on the anticipated flight operations. 


(b) The chief of the general staff also ordered the commander of the Air Force and 
AA defense to forward the same information to his subordinate units and to see to 


the necessary coordination to guarantee the safety of operations and flight plans. 


(c) The Air Force chief of staff and other military officials in the Province of 
Sofala coordinated their operations with the crew. 
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(d) The start of work by the Dakota DC-3 F-BJHC aircarft on 28 June, in the strip 
between the Buzi and Save Rivers, coincided with an increase, in that same area, 

in the operations of the pirate aircraft of the racist and mercenary forces operating 
against the RPM. At 1330 on 27 July, the place where the incident took place was 
overflown by a pirate supply aircraft. 


5. From its investigation, the commission concluded the following: 


(a) The Mapai Brigade received the order to transmit the flight plans to all sub- 
units under its command sufficiently far in advance. 


This information was promptly passed on through the subunits that had radio contact 
with brigade HQ in Mapai. 


(b) The Mafacitela subunit, operating 200 km from brigade HQ, only had contact via 
courier. 


(c) Since it was found that there were transportation difficulties, it was impos- 
sible to send the courier to the subunit--with the resultant tragic consequences. 


(d) It was concluded that the Mafacitela subunit, in opening fire, violated es- 
tablished standards and directives. 


6. In the light of the report and the conclusions of the investigating commission, 
the national defense minister: 


(a) Under the terms of the law and within the provisions of military regulations, 
ordered an investigation to determine those responsible and to mete out the 
penalties and punishment provided for by law; 


(b) Reaffirmed that the government of the RPM assumes responsiLility for the 
damages deriving from this tragic incident.

MOZAMBICAN FILMS EXHIBITED IN U.S. CITIES

[Excerpts] A mission from the National Motion Picture Institute for 40 days visited 
various community centers, universities, and prisons in the United States where it 
showed six Mozambican films, according to what NOTICIAS was told by Pedro Pimenta, 
deputy director of the INC [National Motion Picture Institute!. Motion picture 
distribution agreements were signed during the visit with American companies and 
contacts were established regarding a motion picture week in Mozambique on the life 
of black American communities. 





The mission from the INC, made up of Pedro Pimenta and Camilo de Sousa, respectively, 
deputy director and producer of the INC, showed six Mozambican films in the biggest 
American cities over a period of 40 days. 


Petro Pimenta told our reporter that the INC mission went to the United States to 
accompany the star of the film ‘These Are the Arms." This film is currently 
being distributed in the United States. It was produced by the INC in 1978 and 
critics in the field consider it to be an authentic document on Mozambican history. 


"These Are the Arms," a film made mostly on the basis of file material, depicts 
the reasons why imperialism is attacking Mozambique and how colonialism was a form 
of imperialist aggression against Mozambique. 


Five Other Films Also Shown 
Five other films weic also shown during the trip. 


The entire program worked out for the 40-day trip was organized by "Positive Pro- 
ductions," an independent American distribution company, in collaboration with 
neighborhood community organizations ("community centers"), African studies centers 
at various universities, and independent motion picture organizations. The "Posi- 
tive Productions" distributing company is connected with the Ethiopian producer 
Haile Gerima who was in Mozambique in 1979 in response to an invitation from the 
INC. 


Contact Reestablished 
The six Mozambican films were shown in black communities, universities, community 


centers, black high schools and even prisons in Washington, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, and Detroit, among other American cities. 
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Pedro Pimento also said that the showings were followed by intensive and fruitful 
debates revealing the level of information on Mozambique among the audience, es- 
pecially the period prior to independence. | 


The debate showed that there is great interest in information on the current 
situation regarding Mozambican political and social-economic development. 


Request for Picture of Mondlane 


The debate was also quite significant in the prisons wiieve films were also shown. 
The prisoners included veterans of the fighting in Vietnam who drew a parallel 
between the nature of imperialist aggression in Mozambique and American aggression 
against that Asian socialist state. 


"Thirst" for Information on Mozambique 


The debate showed that there is great interest or something that might even be 
called a real "thirst" for information on the current situation of social-economic 
development in the People's Republic of Mozambique, in a country where the press 
and the other mass media have erected a real curtain of silence or present mis- 
information on Mozambique and on events in southern Africa. 


Many questions were addressed to the Mozambican mission and they generally revolved 
around economic and social development in the People's Republic of Mozambique, 
South African aggressions, Mozambican support for the liberation struggle of the 
people of Zimbabwe, the SADCC [Conference for Development Coordination in Southern 
Africa], and others. 


Briefly reviewing the visit, the INC deputy director said that the showing of 
Mozambican films helps revive information contacts with American communities that 
supported the FRELIMO during the Armed National Liberation Struggle. 


Agreements Drawn Up

EFFORTS UNDERWAY TO IMPROVE HOLIDAY FOOD SUPPLIES 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 24 Dec 81 p 2 


[Text] The 153,000 families covered by the New Supply System 
in the country's capital have begun to receive 610 tons of rice 
and sugar and 450 tons of wheat flour as a result of efforts to 
supply the population properly during the holidays our reporter 
was told yesterday by Mario Guerreiro, director of GOAM [Office 
of Supply Organization of the City of Maputo]. 


As part of this extra supply shipment, each of the 153,000 families covered by the 
New Supply System in this city will get a quota of 2 kg of rice, 2 kg of sugar, 
3 kg of wheat flour, and 1 liter of edible oil. 


According to the GOAM director, large quantities of wheat flour were also delivered 
to the market. This wheat is not included in the supply package which the families 
are getting. 


Supply Deliveries Stepped Up 


Mario Guerreiro also said that the MK-Center was supplied with 15,000 liters of 
edible oil, 20 tons of rice, and 20 tons of sugar. 


As far as meat is concerned, the official said that considerable quantities of beef 
and pork will be distributed starting today. 


Mario Guerreiro emphasized that, during this holiday season, butcher shops will 
sell meat daily instead of 3 days each week, as is usual. 


This step is aimed primarily at avoiding the long lines in front of the butcher 
shops. 


Fish began to be sold to the public in the capital starting last Tuesday through the 
PESCOM outlets and other establishments which sell this product.

Difficulties in Chicken and Egg Sales 


Greater efforts will also be made concerning the supply of chickens, eggs, beverages, 
and some horticultural items. 


"This is the most difficult area because the chickens we eat are generally sold 
live; this to some extent does not permit greater control over the establishments 
that are handling those sales. We are now studying ways of delivering quartered 
chickens to the consumer cooperatives, to be followed by an efficient system of 
sales controls," Mario Guerreiro also noted. 


Talking about eggs, the GOAM director said that egg sales will be started in small 
quantities, although it is expected that these quantities will be increased during 
the next several days. 


Other difficulties pointed out have to do with the supply of potatoes and onions. 
Regarding this situation, the official said that the difficulties connected with 
these products result from the fact that the production and harvest of these root 
crops have been completed in the Province of Maputo which is the city's chief 
supplier. 





As far as bread supplies for the population are concerned, Mario Guerreiro said: 
"All bakeries are organized to produce more than the usual volume since they re- 
ceived large quantities of wheat flour." 


During this holiday season, 25,000 small packages of cake mix will be sold to the 
public for baking cakes. 


Beverage Sales 

The GOAM director noted that reasonable quantities of beer and cool drinks have 
begun to be distributed, adding that the water shortage in recent years is making 
itself felt in the country's capital and interfered with the production of those 


beverages. 


On the other hand, the shortage of casks has also affected distribution of these 
beverages. 


"Theestablishments which managed to collect the largest number of casks will get 
quantities corresponding to the containers they turn over," Mario Guerreiro added. 


Wines, brandies, and liqueurs will be distributed through all retail stores.

NEWSMAN ABROAD REFLECTS ON FAILURES OF CAPITALISM

[Text] Donning a heavy fur coat which I had borrowed to protect myself from the 
intense cold, with the thermometer registering two degrees above zero, I walked 
unhurriedly along the narrow streets of Rome, stopping at one shopwindow after 
ancther to psychologically satisfy my hunger as a member of the Third World cata- 
pulted into the capital of the 10th richest nation in the world. 





The saturation of the market with consumer goods of an immediate, secondary, super- 
fluous and luxury nature forced me to consider the vast difference that separates 
the rich nations from the poor ones. With bitterness, I silently cursed tie 
business firms which, out of greed for gaining greater profits, sometimes d2stroy 
food while, at the same time, millions of children in underdeveloped countries are 
dying, with stomachs brutally swollen from starvation. 


A friendly, entreating voice drew me from my thoughts. A woman of my age, unkempt 
and untidy, was asking me for help. Holding a young baby at her neck with her left 
hand, she blew a thousand and one kisses at me with her right hand, while simultane- 
ously showing me the child that she claimed to be without milk. "It could be your 
own son, sir, have mercy." 


At the very same instant, I found myself surrounded by several youngsters, some 
grabbing my arms and others embracing me, whining as well, as they asked me for 

help. It was not until I felt a hand in my coat pocket that I realized the danger, 
and warned: "Lady, tell your children not to touch me, anything but touch me." 
Turning to the child I said: "And you, take your hand out of there." They immediate- 
ly obeyed, and released me. I started walking hastily, always looking behind to 
make sure that they were not following me. 


I knew what could have happened if I had been carrying money in the outer pockets 
of the coat. But my harsh, hostile attitude gave me a feeling of guilt. I arrived 
at the site of my lodging touched by those children's eyes which must have seen so 
much evil in their lives; and frightened by those small, weak, begging hands, which 
were also clever and malicious. 


That other side of the world, that Western Europe, which the bourgeois propaganda 
has always depicted to us as the most beautiful and wealthiest continent, as a 
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bit of heaven, a paradise in which all men live happily, does not have the colors 
of an earthly Eden, as they attempt to paint it. It has a different face, which 
is ugly and inhuman. 


The fact that capitalism has no native land, nationality, color or race was known 
to me, who had lived half a lifetime governed by its laws and consequences. But 
there, in a country on the continent where this system first came into being and 
developed, how does it oppress the local people? 


I decided to walk about, observe and converse with the victims themselves; to stroll 
along the streets and public squares where one notes on the corners children playing 
instruments and selling trinkets, and middle-aged men who are starved leaning against 
windows of large restaurants or tearooms where ladies of means are drinking tea, 

with their little fingers raised upward. One sees groups of gypsy women with chil- 
dren, walking in no particular direction, and stopping one passerby or another to 
ask for alms. 


I wanted to walk about and discover, so to speak, the other face, wrinkled and aged 
by the sociopolitical and economic crises. It was as if I wished, so to speak, 

to view at length that other face of the lovely Western Europe which is less clean 
and neglected. 


But I was tired. I allowed myself to sit in front of the television set, in an 
attempt to dispel from my memory the picture of that beggar child who had directed 
an accusing gaze at me. 


"We shall report three stories relating to tragic incidents,"announced the speaker 
on the TV channel that I had just selected. I dialed to another two which, at the 
time, were advertising superfluous items and products; I turned them off and returned | 
to the first channel. They were showing pictures of an abduction which had taken 
place on the morning of the same day. The first story was ending. The second one 
described another spectacular act by the Red Brigades. A commando had fatally 
wounded a policeman in an exchange of gunfire, when a patrol was pursuing a car 

of the Brigade members. The third reported the assassination of a prominent 
personage in the south; mention was made of a likely involvement of the Mafia in 

the act. It was always this way; nearly every day there were reports of violence. 

I turned off the television and looked for a magazine or newspaper for entertainment. 





But, at that moment the telephone rang. It was a friend who was seeking the owner 
of the house. We conversed briefly, and I hung up. Since it was not yet time for 
dinner, I thought about the status of the friend who had just telephoned. She was 
a pretty young woman, with an impressive, pervasive personality. 


But this is not the problem. The point is that, after having earned a doctorate in 
letters 3 years ago, she was still without employment as of that date. I imagined 
the difficulties that she must have, living in a country where the annual inflation 
rate is nearly 20 percent. 


But there are thousands of young people like her, virtually all with intermediate 
or higher education, and the majority with advanced training. Official statistics 
mention 2 million unemployed, but unofficial sources are of the opinion that the 
number is higher, and may possibly be twice as much. 
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The next morning, the leading newspapers reported a price hike of nearly 2 percent 
for a group of products, including some of prime necessity. It was claimed that 
there would be a price increase for others within a short time. 


On the evening of the same day, I went to dinner at the home of a married couple, 
with another group of different nationalities, including some Mozambicans. Upon 
leaving, I was in the company of a friend. After walking for a few minutes, I 
noticed ahead of us a group of about 30 individuals who were making prostitute 
overtures to us. The large size of the group impressed me, and I asked my 
companion: "What is this, some pre-gathering for a festive prostitutes' demon- 
stration?" 


"What demonstration, what prostitutes?" he replied jokingly, adding: "Notice the 
Adam's apples and the shapes of the legs." I looked more carefully, and what I 
saw embarrassed me. They were actually homosexuals dressed as women, seeking 
customers at that hour of the morning in the middle of the public thoroughfare. 
It was a group of the so-called "transvestites". 


A few hours earlier, I had conversed with a young man who recently visited Mozam- 
bique. I asked him many questions. We discussed the unemployment, violence, 
begging, the educational system and corruption. I retained only these comments, 
which I wrote in my notebook. 


"All this is a direct result of the capitalist system, which cannot protect the 
citizen, but which rather exploits him to the maximum degree, to the point of 
converting him into a degraded, disabied person. I received advanced training 
4 years ago, and I am still unemployed. There are thousands of Italians and 
millions of Europeans like me. What can be expected of that vast reserve army 
of capitalism? 


"There is but one inevitable outcome: in desperation, people are seeking ways of 
surviving; obscure ones, legal or not. Hence the begging, the violence (common 
or political), and the degradation of the individual's personality." 


He concluded by saying: "You are luckier. I was in your country, and I was amazed. 
It is true that you are poor, with many difficulties, but you have prospects for 
the future. You have a just ideal, to rebuild the country which you know is your 
own, and to strengthen the government which you know is the people's. You are all 
called upon to work for your own benefit." 


{ said to him: "But you are a rich, developed nation." 


"The technological development and the wealth are just one side of the coin. There 
is the other one, which is degraded and degrading."

READER COMPLAINS ABOUT RAPIDLY RISING PRICES, INFLATION 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 20 Dec 81 p 49 


[Text] I am writing to the magazine TEMPO with the desire to obtain an explanation 
for some of the troublesome matters affecting not only me, but many others as well. 


I cannot understand why the sales prices of items in the markets are rising from 
one minute to the next! And, if I am not mistaken, it was in 1980 that I heard on 
the radio the announcement of prices for certain food products, for example: corn 
at /.50 MT pez kilogram, grade one beef at 150.00 MT per kilogram, grade two beef 
at 100.00 MT per kilogram, etc. 


But the fact is that here in Cabo Delgado, in Chiure District, corn is priced at 
10.00 MT per kilogram, and dry manioc sold by the population costs 600.00 MT a 

bag, not even weighing 60 kilograms. And since, when the corn appears on the 
markets, it benefits only those who live next to it, we who live far away are 
forced to ask those people to sell us part of the products that they have purchased. 
At first they refuse, but after words are exchanged, they agree, on the condition 
that they resell at a rather speculative price, equivalent to 16 or even 17.00 

MT per kilogram. 


To return to the markets: During 1979 and 1980, a bicycle cost 4,000.00 MT, but 
this year the price is 6,922.00 MI. The condensed milk produced here in Mozambique 
which in past years was sold at 12.50 MT or 15.00 MT is now 19.00 MT; and that 
coming from abroad costs 90.00 MI. There are many other products the prices of 
which have suddenly risen. 


Now I ask, with the increase in these prices which are not commensurate with the 
change in the purchasing power of our people and the country, what will a civil 


servant who earns 2,100.00 MT wear if corn costs 21.00 MT, and he wants to buy 
100 kilograms? 


What is the outlook for the cost of those products in 1985? And at the end of the 
decade? How many times do they stipulate the prices of products per year? 


I ask for an explanation of these matters.

WATER SHORTAGE DUE TO HEAT--The water shortage which recently developed in the city 
of Maputo and surroundings is basically due to the increase in consumption during 
this hot season, it was announced by Engineer Miguel Angelo, of the directorate of 
the Maputo Water Enterprise. According to him, the increase in consumption only 
made a previously existing difficulty worse since the capital's water supply network 
does not have the capacity necessary to meet current consumption needs. "This 
situation is not new. It is basically due to the insufficient supply capacity of 
the city's network in meeting requirements. Last year and during prior years we 
had the same situation because there was a tremendous increase in water consumption 
during this hot season," Miguel Angelo said. Engineers in the water supply depart- 
ment recently inspected the distribution network and did not find anything abnormal. 
As we were told, the network continues to supply the maximum volume which has been 
estimated at 2,900 cubic meters of water per hour. According to Miguel Angelo, 
only a drop in temperature or a change in season will make it possible to reduce 
consumption and to stabilize the situation at a level of normal restrictions. The 
collaboration of the consumers, through the elimination of unnecessary consumption, 
is particularly important here. This situation may continue until January or Feb- 
ruary Since we have the highest temperature of the year during that span of time. 
"Unless we can produce more water, the situation will be the same next summer,” 
Miguel Angelo added; he expressed the concern of the Maputo Water Enterprise and 
mentioned to us a medium-range and long-range plan which will permit the gradual 
solution of the city's water shortage problem. Miguel Angelo said that it is 
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hoped that the distribution network's capacity would be increased next year by 
1,000 cubic meters of water per hour. This increase will make it possible for the 
total capacity to be raised to 3,900 cubic meters of water per hour. [Text]

[Excerpt] Amadou Cisse Dia, president of the National Assembly and wife, this 
afternoon offered a reception in honor of the head of state and Mrs Abdou Diouf. 
The ceremony took place in the great hall of the National Assembly in the presence 
of Prime Minister Amadou Thiam and wife; deputies of the majority party and the 
opposition; members of the Diplomatic Corps; senior officers of the armed forces; 
and important dignitaries of the country. It was in a warmly fraternal atmosphere 
that the president shook hands with the numerous people who came to wish him a 
happy New Year. Before answering questions from (Iba Diouf): 


[Begin recording] [Question] Mr President, one cannot talk about the Senegal 
National Assembly without thinking about the future Senegambian Parliament and the 
future institutions of the Senegambia. May we know when all these future institu- 
tions will be established? 


[Answer] As soon as possible. I nearly forgot to say that the National Assembly 
ended 1981 brilliantly with the passage of the historic act authorizing the presi- 
dent of the republic to ratify the treaty instituting the Senegambian confederation. 
After this ratification, the governments of Senegal and Gambia must exchange the 
instruments of ratification and the confederatiun treaty will enter into effect, 

the first day of the month that follows the exchange of the instruments ratification. 
I think I can announce that within a few days these ratification instruments will be 
exchanged and we can then set up the date of the entry into effect of the Senegambia 
confederation on 1 February. But we shall take advantage of the few days which re- 
main to put finishing touches to the protocol and especially, the protocols concern- 
ing the functioning of the institutions of the Senegambia. Among these institutions 
there is obviously, the Confederal Assembly which, as you know, is composed of two- 
thirds of the members of the Senegalese National Assembly and one-third of the 
members of the Gambian House of Representatives. We hope that in the weeks ahead, 
it will be possible for us to adopt the implementation protocol which will enable 
the institutions, especially the Confederal Assembly, to begin work, and we hope 
they will do very good work. [End recording]

REMARKS TO DIPLOMATIC CORPS--Dakar, 10 Jan (AFP)--Senegal's willingness to contribute 
to the search of peace in the world motivated its presence in Southern Lebanon and 
Chad as well as its stand points at the United Nations, the OAU and other inter- 
national forums. This was announced by Senegalese President Abdou Diouf while re- 
ceiving the message of good wishes from the Diplomatic Corps on Friday evening in 
Dakar.

FRENCH MILITARY AID INCREASES AFTER COUP ATTEMPT

[Text] Nairobi, 9 Jan (AFP)--France seems to have decided to help militarily to 
ensure the security of the Seychelles Republic which was the victim of an attempted 
coup d'etat organized by some mercenaries last November. 


Last week, three French warships--two avisos and one logistic support ship--stayed 
in the port of Victoria and two breguet Atlantic long range maritime reconnaissance 
aircraft were stationed at the Mahe International Airport where, a month and a half 
ago, violent clashes took place between mercenaries and the Seychelles defense 
forces. 


Soon after the coup attempt, France dispatched to the Seychelles one of its avisos 
permanently stationed in the Indian Ocean. 


Although no official declaration was made on either side, it seems as if military 
cooperation between France and the Seychelles has taken new dimensions--a reflection 
of the strengthening of relations between Paris and Victoria since the coming into 
power of President Francois Mitterrand. 


Seychelles President France Albert Rene has postponed his visit to Paris which was 
originally scheduled for early December, because of the attack by the mercenaries. 


The French are not the only foreign force to ensure the security of the Seychelles. 
Tanzanian troops, who arrived immediately after the attempted coup, watch over the 
airport and a portion of the country's coasts. 


Two Soviet ships also made a stopover in Victoria last week, but the presence of 
the French troops is noteworthy for two reasons. On one hand, the French troops 
in the region number more than 8,000 among which are detachments of legion inter- 
vention troops and the marine infantry, thus making France the top power in this 
part of Indian Ocean. The troops have at their disposal military transport planes 
(Transall, Noratlas) to ensure quick intervention capability. 


On the other hand, Franco-Seychelles cooperation was interrupted in November 1979 
following the forced landing in Victoria of 12 French sailors who were accused by 


the Seychelles authorities of being directly (?involved) in a plot. French aid to 
Seychelles resumed rapidly but was limited to the civilian field.

GOVERNMENT TO PROVIDE EVIDENCE AGAINST HIJACKERS

[Text] Victoria, Seychelles, 7 Jan (AFP)--Any cooperation between Seychelles and 
South African over the prosecution of the 45 mercenaries who hijacked a civilian 
airliner from Mahe, Seychelles, to Durban last November will be limited to a legal 
or judicial level only, the ministry of education and information said today. 


There would be no change whatsoever in Victoria's economic and political positions 
towards Pretoria, a communique added. 


In an interview with foreign journalists yesterday President Albert Rene said that 
the Seychelles Government would provide any evidence or assistance South Africa 
needed to prosecute the 45 mercenaries charged under that country's anti-hijacking 
laws. 


The mercenaries hijacked the Air India Boeing following the failure of an attempt 
to overthrow the Rene Governemnt. All had been recruited in South Africa and 
Seychelles accused Pretoria of involvement--which the South Africans denied. 


The communigue, aimed at clarifying the extent to which authorities here are pre- 
pared to assist the South Africans, said, the Seychelles Government would be pre- 
pared to co-operate with the South African legal authorities in the prosecution of 
the mercenaries on the basis of the rule of law. 


The communique said that whatever evidence the Seychelles legal authorities had 
that would be of use to their South African counterparts would be made available. 


Some of this evidence, the communique added, could help estabiish that the Air 
India Boeing-707 on a schedules flight from Salisbury to Bombay was deliberately 
tricked into landing at Mahe's International Airport by the mercenaries, who had 
taken over the airport control tower and terminal buildings. 


With a gun in his back the air traffic controller was forced to clear the plane for 
landing on a runway blocked by vehicles, thus endangering the lives of the unsus- 


pecting passengers and crew, the communique said. 


The evidence would also show that the pilot was forced to take off in the same 
conditions, the information ministry added. 
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Indicating the type of help Seychelles would want in return, the communique said 
that the authorities here would request the extradition of all Seychelles citizens 
living in South Africa who were involved in the mercenary operation against 
Seychelles and who would soon be charged in the Supreme Court here for their com- 
plicity. 


The readiness of the Seychelles Government in seeing that justice is done has 
nothing to do with economic and political factors between the two countries, which 
remain unchanged, the information ministry statement concluded.

ACCUSED MERCENARIES APPEAR IN SUPREME COURT

[Text] Victoria, 5 Jan (AFP)--The seven people captured after the 25 November 
attack on the Mahe International Airport in the Seychelles appeared today for 
the first time in the supreme court here and were remanded in custody until 

19 January on charges of illegally importing arms of war. 


State Attorney Pessy Pardiwalla told Chief Justice Earl Seaton in the heavily 
guarded court that more charges may be laid against the captured mercenaries 
as investigations continued into their involvement in the 25 November attack. 


The six men and a woman have been detained until today under the emergency 
security powers. The charges laid today carry mandatory sentences of 20 years. 





Meanwhile, South African authorities today (?said) warrants had been issued for 
the arrest of 45 people accused of highjacking an Air India jet and forcing it to 
fly to Durban from Victoria following the botched coup attempt. 





Six members of the group--Barnard Carey, 39 of Britain; Roger England, 27 of 
Zimbabwe; Frank Brooks, 38 of Zimbabwe; and Martin Dolincheck 42; Robert Sims, 50 
and [name indistinct] Ingles, 48; all of South Africa--allegedly formed part of 
the advance party. They arrived in the Seychelles before a group of 45 commandos 
were deployed on 25 November as part of an unsuccessful bid to overthrow the 
government. 


The seventh, Jeremiah Puren, 57, also of South Africa, was left behind when the 
mercenaries hijacked the plane following the botched attack. 


Mr Sims and his girl friend, Mrs Ingles, had rented a villa at La Misere which 
allegedly served as the base of operations in preparation for the arrival of the 
commando group. 


In court today, the six men, who occasionally smiled, were barefoot, with their 
hands handcuffed behind their backs. Mrs Ingles was not handcuffed and was wearing 
sandals and a blue dress. 


Except for Mr Dolincheck, the group is represented by local lawyer Keeran Shah. 


Mr Dolincheck, officer of the South African National Intelligence Service was said 
to be expecting his government to send a defence representative. 
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
